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certain than its economy. Subservience is often very 
expensive. If you wish to preserve peace, according to the 
old saying you should be prepared for war; at amy rate you 
must not say that you purchase peace at any price. If you 
do, you will have a thousand petty injuries and aggravations, 
and.in the end one injury will come so heavy that you 
cannot bear it, and you will go to war at last. By your cringing, 
you will have only added the evil of previous endurance to 
the evil of eventual war. You will have saved no money, 
and have incurred much pain. Nor is a spirited policy 
always expensive. Many well-informed judges believe that 
if the bolder counsels of Lord Palmerston had been followed 
we should have escaped the war with Russia. They think 
that the pacific conscientiousness of Lord Aberdeen induced 
the Emperor Nicholas to think that England did not “mean 
“business.” In like manner, an Aberdeenite policy would 
not have been so effective (and, therefore, not so economical) 
in the case of the Trent as a more eager and dashing policy. 

The real hope for economy is this. Can a good argu- 
mentative case be made out for the continuance of the present 
outlay, assuming our present foreign policy to be what it is? 
As we remarked several weeks since, this is a question of 
comparative computation. What is the foreign force against 
which we are defending ourselves, and what is the force with 
which we should in case of need resist it? The weak point 
(as we formerly showed) of our present system is, that this 
comparison is never explained in public clearly and con- 
secutively and in detail., We now spend 27,000,000/ and 
more on our national defences ; we used to spend 16,000,000/; 
but the mere comparison of figures will not tell us whether we 
are spending too much or too little. If our danger has in- 
creased in a greater proportion than our expenditure, the 
latter might even now be too small. Let us have the best 
estimate that can be made of the apprehended aggressive 
force, and then an accurate statement of our own defensive 
force, and we shall be able to form a careful and rational 
decision. Lord Palmerston made some important statements 
in his reply of Monday evening. But such matters cannot 
be discussed adequately in a few sentences, nor should they 
be extracted by the accidents of debate. Every year a com- 
prehensive, succinct, and grave enumeration of them should be 
given us. 

Nothing can be more absurd than to make a party question 
of these figures. If Mr Disraeli is now opposed to the esti- 
mates, he appears to have been converted to his new-born and 
ardent faith by Mr Gladstone's speech at Manchester. The 
Conservative party is at least as much connected with 
the aristocratic services as the Liberal party. Sir John 
Pakington and General Peel have both objected to the small- 
ness of our votes, not to their magnitude. The principal 
reputation of Sir John is a reputation for (we dare say) pro- 
perly and wisely, but still expensively, reconstituting the 
navy. Lord Derby’s language is of the two more vigorously 
anti-French than Lord Palmerston’s. ast time, Lord Pal- 
merston was turned out for excessive subservience to France; 
now he is to be turned out for insufficient subservience. The 
fault, if there be one, is in our system and in the House of 
Commons. The House, at the bidding of this and that in- 
ventor, urges the adoption of this and that invention ; but it 
does not enforce the only effectual check--an annual com- 
parative account of the anticipated danger, and of our ex- 
pected resources, 


EXTENT AND BEARING OF FEDERAL SUCCESSES. 
A continuous series of victories, even where those victories 
have been long considered probable and are not, separately 
regarded, very decisive, always impresses the imagination, 
and is apt unduly to bias the judgment. Of late the Federals 
have succeeded in nearly all their enterprises, and some of 
these enterprises have had considerable brilliancy about them. 
They have captured New Orleans, and have pushed some 
way up the Mississippi from that city, and some way down it 
from the Pittsburg Landing, where the great drawn battle 
was fought ;—so that they may be said to command all that 
river except the portion lying along the State of the same 
name—this excepted portion, however, having an extent of 
| 250 miles. They have also, besides obtaining possession of 
several places along the coast, forced the Confederates to 
retire from their strong fortified camp at Yorktown to a new 
and more interior line of defence ; and since then have ap-

Still, it is important that we should not be led away 
the cumulative influence of these rapidly succeeding and cop, 
sentaneous pieces of intelligence;—and that we may not 
be so, it is well to call to mind two or three considerations, 
The first is, that from the outset, no one ever entertained 
the faintest doubt of the vast superiority of strength on the 
part of the North, nor any great doubt of the military result 
which must follow from that superiority when once faj 
organised and put forth. We pointed out repeatedly that.the 
preponderance of both wealth and numbers was on the side of 
the Unionists, and that, if the numbers were zealous and the 
wealth could in any way be made forthcoming, they most— 
extraordinary incapacities in their leaders apart—in the end 
overpower their adversaries whenever the two parties came 
into actual conflict. The North has effectually roused 
its energies to the struggle; it has put forth all ity 
power; it has made the most of that command of the 
sea which has so enriched itself and enabled it to impoverish 
its antagonists; and as to the sinews of war, though it has 
not as yet levied any actual taxation, it has contrived to 
inspire such confidence among its own citizens that paper 
money, based upon a prospective and yet unprovided revenue, 
is freely circulated in vast quantities and passes from hand 
to hand. at a very slight depreciation. The longer a war 
lasts and the more gigantic the scale on which it is waged, 
the more important is the part which money plays inde 
termining its issues, and money, no doubt, is and must con 
tinue far more plentiful among the Unionists than among 
their foes. But all this has been obvious from the beginning, 
except, indeed, the maintenance of its value by tbe incon 
vertible paper money of the State,—a phenomenon whieb, 
we confess, we were not prepared to see manifested in s0 
remarkable a degree. . 
The second point to be recalled is this: that as yet the 
remarkable and decisive Federal successes have been won 
by their fleet rather than by their army.

We 
candiscern none, ‘The papers even do not point to or allege 
any. It is certain that M. Mercier, on his late visit to Rich- 
mond, could discover nothing but a dogged and unanimous 
resolution not to yield. The vast destruction of property 
in the neighbourhood of New Orleans, if, as stated, 
it be done by the proprietors themselves, in order to 

vent it from falling into the hands of the victors, 
ig strongly indicative of the prevalence of a state of 
feeling when all considerations of self-interest are swept 
away by the flood of passion or of patriotism. It is true that 
the entire population of the Slave States must be suffering 
severe and irritating privatious; and a whole nation, it is 
said, is seldom willing to endure much or long in a failing 
cause. But in this case the nation is mainly Anglo-Saxon, 
and has all the Anglo-Saxon doggedness. It is partly 
French and Spanish, and shares the vehement and excitable 

iuns of both those nations. It always disliked and de- 
spised the Northerners ; and we all know how a year or two 
of war about the homestead exacerbates both these senti- 
ments, The extent of these feelings however, and the degree 
of distress which they will induce people to undergo, con- 
stitute at once the precise point on which the whole proba- 
bilities of the future hinge, and the precise point which is 
still conjectural, and must remain so for a while longer. 
For ourselves we can indulge in no expectation of an early 
peace, for three clear reasons :—because we cannot suppose 
that,in the present position of affairs, the North would offer 
to treat on any terms except that of the entire submission 
and re-annexation of the South ;—because we are certain 
that the South will not listen to any such terms unless 
defeated both at Corinth and at Richmond, and we question 
iit would even then ;—and because we do not see how any 
foreign intervention or mediation now could have any 
decorous pretext or offer even the faintest hope of being 
accepted or endured. 

So much for the prospects of peace. The prospects of 
cotton are scarcely one whit clearer or brighter. Much has 
been. destroyed, and more no doubt will share the same 
fate. Much less than usual has been grown. Even if 
peace shall ensue and the preliminaries be agreed 
upon, @ considerable interval must elapse, as we have 
more than once explained, before any considerable quantities 
could reach England. A still longer time probably would 
pass by, before that regular commerce, on which our manu- 
facturing districts depend almost as much as on the raw 
material, could resume its old channels and its usual 
dimensions, We do not anticipate that the capture of New 
Orleans, or the relaxation of the blockade along the whole 
coast which is spuken of as in contemplation, will send 
forward any large quantities of cotton. ‘There is little at, 
or very near, any of the ports. It lies stored on the planta- 
lions, and if the temper of the planters be such as is repre 
sented, it will all be destroyed as fast as the Federal forces 

vance to seize it. We have little doubt, indeed, that 
the Federal authorities would be willing enough to afford 
any facilities for the security and the shipment of cotton 
belonging to loyal planters, if any such are to be found, and 
if they were willing to accept “‘ passes” and protection from 
the Unionists; but we apprehend the subjugation of the 
South must have proceeded much further than at present 
wore any appreciable supply can be looked for from 
this source. On a review of the whole Matter, we 
fi see scarcely anything future that even approaches 
tertainty. The next great movements of Beauregard and 
MClellan may probably give us more data for forming a 
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MR LAING’S BUDGET. 


Mr Larne’s financial speech has been duly received in this 
country ; but, unfortunately, we have not as yet received 
the tabular statements of revenue and expenditure by which 
it should have been accompanied, and without which some 
portions of it are not intelligible. By the next mail we 
shall doubtless receive these tables, and we shall then be 
able to give to our readers a much more connected view 
of Indian finance than we now can. There can be no 
doubt that Mr Laing’s exposition shows a wonderful improve- 
ment in Indian finance—shows it to be now more prosperous 
than in most countries, whereas it has lately been less pros- 
perous than in most countries. The most annoying circum- 
stance is one of account, and, therefore, most easily re- 
mediable. The statement for the year just ended is an 
estimate only with ten months of reality, plus two months 
of conjecture. It is difficult to know what reliance is to 
be placed on such estimates. If Indian financiers wish to 
be believed like English financiers, they should give us some 
intelligible statement of recent facts, unmixed with antici- 
pations of the future. 

The main fact which Mr Laing announces is the wonderful 
reduction of the military expenses in India. These are 
now reduced, it should seem, to the sum which they reached 
before the mutiny. In 1856-57 (according to paper 498, 
Session 1860, laid on the table by Sir C. Wood as a basis 
for his financial statement), the military expenditure in India 
was 11,491,905/, Mr Laing now says it has been and will 
be respectively— 


—the last being necessarily an estimate of the future, and the 
last but one being unnecessarily so. As to the year just closed, 
we should by this time have some accurate statement of 
authentic facts. Let Indian financiers conclude the year 
earlier if they will, or postpone the financial statement till 
later, but not weary us with anticipations and hypotheses. 
But, supposing these figures to be true, they indicate a result 
to which finance offers few parallels, We never ventured 
even to hope for so enormous a reduction in so short a time, 
As to the particular figures we are even now sceptical, 
knowing how treacherous hope is and how easily it magnifies 
what it wishes; but an immense process of diminution is 
most undoubtedly in progress, which- will soon produce results 
analogous to these, if not these themselves. It is most satis- 
factory to see that little in the way of reduction is expected 
from next year. The military expenditure

With this reduction of charges, Mr Laing might almost 
dispense with an augmentation of revenue, but he can boast 
of that too. He tells us :—‘* The total revenue of India, ten 
“‘ years ago, was 29,210,000/,—it is now 43,750,000/. The 
“average revenue of the three years before the mutiny, or 
“ 1854-55 to 1856-57, was 31,980,000/,—that of the three 
“ years, 1860-61 to 1862-63, is 43,203,0007. We have, 
“ therefore, an increase of 14,500,000/ a year in ten years, 
“‘ and of 11,000,000/ a year in five years. Of this increase, 
“ not quite 1,500,000/ is due to opium, and about 5,000,000/ 
‘‘to new taxes, as the income tax and enhanced duties on 
“ salt, stamps, and customs. Another 1,000,000/ may be 
“ due to acquisitions of territory. There remains, there- 
“fore, an increase of 7,000,000/ in ten years, or of 
“ 4,500,0007 in five years, which is due solely to the 
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« elasticity of-existing revenue :—Land, for instance, includ- 
«ing sayer and abkarry, and salt, irrespective of enhanced 
« daty, have each risen upwards of 2,000,000/ in the last five 
‘cor six years. It is an incontrovertible fact, therefore, 
that the progressive increase of ordinary Indian

e cannot, in the present state of our information, give 
ithe precise effect of these two great causes—the increased 
revenue and the reduction of expenditure—upon the exact 
figures of Indian finance. We are told that 

In 1860-61 there was a deficit “estimated” after the 
year had concladed at 6,000,000/, which has turned out to 
be “over” 4,000,000/. 

In 1861-62 (that is in the year ending 30th April, 1862) 
the account shows this “ deficit extinguished.” 

In 1862-63 there is an estimated surplus of 1,428,623/, 
which Mr Laing proceeds to dispose of by giving increased 
grants to the extent of 524,813/ to the support of public 
works and education, and by the following reduction of 
taxation :— 

First. The reduction of the duty on piece goods and yarns 
from 10 per cent. to 5 per cent., at which it stood before the 
mutiny,—a step of which every one will approve. 

Secondly, An abolition of the tax on paper, on the ground 
that it isa raw material, and that books, the manufactured 
article, are free. 

Thirdly. The redaction of the duty on beer, from 4 annas 
to 2 annas per gallon, as a boon “ to the class who have suf- 
aoe most by recent taxation, the Europeans residing in 

ndia.” 

Fourthly. A reduction of the duty on tobacco, from 1 
rupee per seer, “ or practically 100 per cent.,” to 20 per 
cent.; a reduction of theduty on light wines, with a few other 
minor changes. 

Lastly. The abolition of the 2 per cent. income tax now 
paid on incomes between 20/ and 50/,—a tax which, as we 
may suppose, is very oppressive to raise, and costs much in 
the collection.

conclusively and indisputably proves the Indian revenue to 
be exceedingly productive (the new income tax alone has 
yielded very nearly two millions), and this’ productiveness 
we never questioned; it also shows that reductions of ex- 
penditure have been effected at a rate far more rapid than 
we could have ventured to anticipate. These broad con- 
clusions are certain ; but as to the details, we must reserve 
our judgment until more ample information is at our 
disposal.

Ifthe is honest and wise, Prussia: will enter. at once into a new 
erm of constituticnal life, soon, we hope, to begin in earnest 
the great work of German unity and regeneration. If, on 
the other hand, the mediocrity of the King is swayed by the 
still greater mediocrity of his reactionary advisers, he can 
only. carry out his theory of constitutional government by a 
flagrant denial of popular right, now firmly and defivitely 
amerted: A coup delat could only result in the overthrow 
of his dynasty, which, for his own sake and that of the Crown 
Prince, we should regret. But in any case it seems impos- 
sible that the reaction should recede from the position which 
it has unquestionably taken up, and a nation, if united, 
cannot be.coerced by its own army. 
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THE LATE DIRECTOR OF THE IRISH PRISONS.

the individually superintending judgment of Sir Joshua Jebb 
than is Captain Crofton’s. The former works. like a huge 
machine that is adapted to thegeneral features of convictcrime. 
Any onecanworkit. The convicts are all subjected to one and 
the same process, almost all go through thesameprocesses, win 
the same alleviations of their condition at the same stage of 
their imprisonment, obtaining the same uniform good marks 
and the same allowances of immediate food and prospective 
coin in consequence, receive the same revocable licence. at 
the same pointin their sentence, with the same certainty that 
if they have even the wit of a child it will never be revoked; 
Now this is a system which has the advantage of a cer+ 
tain simplicity, Any one could work it almost as well as 
Sir Joshua Jebb. We do not mean that any. one could ||, 
do all he has undoubtedly done in the organisation of the 
system, still less in the construction of the buildings ; bat 
only this, that being, as it is, a routine system, which treats 
convicts as a class instead of as individuals,—which looks to 
the gang rather than to the men who compose the gang, in 
composing its rules of treatment,—it is easy for any deputy 
to manage who is at once honest and satisfied. with the ma- 
chinery. It would be the principal merit of Sir Joshua 
Jebb’s system that it would nct miss Sir Joshua Jebb. The 
hundreds of Chatham mutineers who got their marks: of 
“ good,” ‘‘very good,” and “exemplary,” at the. very 
moment when plans of mutiny were half ripe within them, 
would, we may be sure, have at least as good a chance of 
reformation under a less able ruler than he who devised 
the system and put it into execution. 


But the very merits of the Irish plan are those features in 
it which make its efficiency depend very largely indeed ‘on 
the hand which guides the helm. It is not a routine system, 
but an individualising attempt, which sueceeds in the hands 
of men able to reach by a kind of instinct each conviet’s 
better nature, and which might fail deplerably in the hands 
of men with none of this swift instinct. It has heen Captain 
Crofton’s great merit and great fortune to succeed eminently in 
the choice of subordinates of this class. On the governors 
and the schoolmasters of the prisons,—still more the warders 
at Smithfield and Lusk,—and most ofall. the lecturer 
in the intermediate prison (Smithfield), the whole success 
of the scheme depends. If they do not, understand the 
tempers and capacities of the convicts individually,—what are 
their dangers, what their virtues, what the motives whieh 
have the happiest power over them,—theconiparative breadth 
and foree of the whole scheme is lost at once, andiit degenerates 
into something worse than the gang-meehanism of Chathamand 
Dartmoor. On the English system, as we have said, the rise 
from class to class is at once a routine rise whieh can be 
arrested only by very exceptional misbehaviour, and is not 
of much importaree to the men, because-it doesnot in fact 
put into their own hands the power of materially shortening 
their own sentence. Whatever term-is remitted to them is 
remitted merely by rule, and only violent or extremely repre- |} 
hensible conduct will delay it. But on the Irisheystem, the rise’ 
from class to class is really a difficult matter, invelving hard | 
voluntary effort, and rewarded by a real and considerable: 
shortening of the term of penal servitude. Hence, everything 
depends on the judgment and justice of the official praise or 
blame which determines the class of a convict, and in con- 
sequence the term of his imprisonment. A sentenee of fifteen 
years may be shortened by really admirable behaviour to ten, 
of which the last two would be passed im comparative 
liberty at an “intermediate” establishment. But then 
it must be admirable conduct,—and by mere passive com- 
pliance with rules, no such abbreviation could be obtained ;— 
without a genuine improvement in bearing, no abbreviatien 
atall. Hence, on the Irish system, the awarding of the marks 
which determine the various “classes” is a matter of ‘the 
most fundamental importance. If the men see they are not 
treated with real discretion and impartiality in this respect 
the system fails,—its very spring and vitality being gone. |) 
If the men who administer the rules.are not at oace.strong 
and sagacious men,—men who hold their own and yet under- 
stand the individaal cases before them,—a discontent-and 
spirit of rebellion may spring up under the Irish system of a 
much more aggravated kind than any which has ever yet 
sprung upuodertheEnglish system even at Chatham. Hitherto 
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Captain Crofton has chosen his instruments so sagaciously 
that the whole system works, not merely smoothly, but with 
marvellous success. The number of Irish convicts has been 
diminished by two-thirds in eight years ; only ten per cent. of 
the dismissed prisoners have in that time returned again to 
prison ; and those released on licence have in from 80 to 90 
per cent. of the cases been permanently rescued from the 
criminal class. This is a great result. But we cannot 
forget that it has been achieved mainly throngh the ad- 
mirable judgment of Captain Crofton and his colleagues 
in selecting men to carry out their plans. On the choice of 
one man alone—-the lively and clever lecturer at Smithfield, 
Mr Organ,—very many destinies must have depended, 
Those who know what he has done cannot doubt that without 
his aid and personal tact in drawing out the best sides of the 
characters under his charge, there would have been many 
fewer reformations, and many more relapses than have 
actually occurred. 

This, being as it is, we cannot but regard Captain Crofton’s 
resignation as a great public loss. We do not suppose that 
it will affect the principles and undermine the truths which 
have been so triumphantly established in Ireland during the 
last eight years,—but we do fear that it may delay their 
final success. Under any really conscientious man with even 
average knowledge of human nature, the Irish system will, 
no doubt, continue to be indefinitely more successful than the 
English. Still the finer instrument can be far more injured 
by clumsy handling than the coarser. One or two bad 
subordinate appointments in the Irish system may cancel a 
vast amount of good; one or two even indifferent appoint- 
ments may hamper for years the hands of the philanthropists 
f who advocate its extension to England,—and this for the 
very reason that the intrinsically nobler aims of the system 
render it far more closely dependent ou the men who work 
it, than a system of mechanical treatment could be, 


There could not be a fitter moment than the present, when 
its author is retiring, for an examination of what the Irish 
system has really accomplished. We are, therefore, very 
happy to see that the subject will be fully discussed at the 
approaching meeting of the Socia] Science Association, where 
both Sir Joshua Jebb and Captain Crofton will read papers 
on the subject. The minuter the examination it undergoes, 
the more fully we believe it will appear that the Irish system 
depends at every point on the personal ability, influence, 
tact, and judgment, of its officers,—the English system on its 
own rigid regulations; that the former, therefore, is capable 
of far higher things, and, consequently, of more disastrous 
failure if worked by stupid or negligent men, than the 
other,—and that the appointment of a successor to the 
retiring Director of Irish Convict Prisons is, accordingly, one 
of the most anxious and responsible duties of the English 
Government. 





Agriculture. 


PROGRESS OF THE SEASON. 

THE goodoess of our prospects, if not blighted by unfavour- 
able weather, gives to farmers a greater degree of anxiety than 
usual at this season. The two last years have unquestion- 
ably impaired the means of no small portion of the agricultural 
ly, while the crops on the ground present an appearance of 
abundance which, if ultimately realised, may in some measure 
repair recent losses. Hence our quick recurrence to the subject of 
our growing crops. The past week has proved, with slight ex- 
ception, warm and genial, and though there was some heavy rain 
on Wednesday last, it was not of that continuous character which 
marked the rains of the week before. The wheat plant which had 
then been recovering again assumed a yellow hue, from which 
however it has again in a great measure recovered. The wheat is 
generally forward, and on the well-drained and high-conditioned 
land the greatest danger seems to be that the crops will prove too 
heavy in straw to retain an upright position until harvest. Every 
fall of rain, even if not sufficient to beat down the wheat, increases 
that danger by adding to the luxuriance of thestraw. Indeed, 
what is now universally needed is a considerable period of steady dry 
weather, even if not very warm. Oats and beokey are making 
progress, but want dry weather, especially the latter, while beans 
and , the latter particularly, are more than commonly 
yuxuriant. The pasture lands are doing justice to the stock, as 
eVidence of which we may mention that dairy cows are this year 
ing a great deal of milk from which a larger proportion of 
, putter is made than usual, This is probably due as much to the 

ary autumn and winter as to the more recent moist weather. 
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There are some noteworthy peculiarities in the practice 
farmers in the present season.

A less breadth than usual 
is put in; the root is found of too precarious # nature to be enti 
dependent upon.” The extreme wetness of 1860 was most adverse 
to the mangold crop of that year, and very little seed was wel 
ripened. In 1861 the land was necessarily but imperfectly prepared 
for mangold, and that, with defective seed, caused the crops of last 
year to be generally indifferent. The probabilities are alll jp 
favour of good mangold this year, and if the crops prove good, we 
doubt not that this valuable root will recover its well-deserved 
favour. Of the wheat in Nottinghamshire, the report says ; “The 
wheat plant on dry soils is beautiful, everything we could desire, 
On cold clays undrained (and how strange it is we should have go 
many thousand acres in that state) the plant is sickly and too much 
of the yellow hue about it.” This was written on the 14th instant, 
The report from Somersetshire says: “The appearance of the 
wheat plant has greatly improved, but the reports are not favour. 
able for a large crop, for, although the wheat was thick in the dri 
and there are not many failures, yet when the plant is thin and it 
tillers out well, it affords a better prospect than at present, when 
it has tillered out very little, and there has been more wet than ig 
genial.” There is much truth in these remarks, which show the 
vast importance of dry weather this season ; without much dry and 
hot weather there will probably be but an indifferent yield of wheat 
in proportion to the straw grown. In Kent, on the heavy lands, 
| 


some of the wheats suffered so much from the March rains that 
they have been ploughed up. Fruit trees promise well, the bloom 
having been most abundant and much of the fruit has set. A 
further fall in the price of wheat during the present week indicates 
the undiminished faith of the trade in the belief that our harvest 
will prove productive. 


Literature. 
By Hersert Girx. Smith, Elder, and Co.,,

Tuts novel is good enough to make us heartily wish it were better. 
It is clever, written with an easy facility and an occasional power 
that lures the reader on, while it entertains and disappoints him. 
It adds but another to that long list of novels aan second 
volume contradicts the promise of its first, from the simple fact that 
the writer, having collected his dramatis persona, does not in the 
least know what to do with them. The failure in this case is the 
more to be deplored, since Mr Glyn has talents, and shows con- 
siderable skill in the selection of his puppets. He seems to have 
started with the notion that novel writing is easy work ; all that is 
! needed being to imagine a few characters, find them some thrilling 
| situations, allow them unlimited liberty of speech, and leave them 
to act out their drama as they best can. Where, indeed, a writer 
possesses that high order of imaginative genius in which the crea- 
tions of his own mind are to him living realities, who act and speak 
not as he consciously wills, but as an artistic necessity decrees 
that they should—a necessity that seems to control even their 
creator—he does well to give free range to his imagination ; but 
where, as in the present case, talent stands in the place of genius, 
and shrewd powers of observation are more apparent than either 
fancy or imagination, a careful study of motives, of probabilities, 
of the natural course of human passions and events, is needed to 
construct a harmonious, natural, yet somewhat original combina- 
tion of the old and well-worn materials of the novelist’s repertoire. 
Mr Glyn attempts nothing of this sort; his story is consequently 
weak and incoherent, with little to interest the reader but the 
sayings and doings of people who have no appreciable influence on 
its course, 

The “ Cotton Lord” himself is the best character in the tale, 
but he has nothing to do with it. He is the father of the hero 
—that is all—yet Candy Miles, the acute, hard-headed, kind 
hearted, despotic, self-made, eccentric mill owner reads like a 
study from the life. We follow his prompt movements and liste 
to his quaint speech with amused attention, wishing to know mote 
of the real man beneath—but we never do. He is a study from 
the outside, a capital sketch ;—nothing more. ,

Horeiqn Correspondence. 





(FBOM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Parts, Thursday. 

A treaty of considerable commercial importance was concluded 
between Great Britain and France on the 30th April, and has 
just been promulgated by the French Government. . Its stipula- 
tions are these:—Art. 1. The high contracting parties declare 
that they mutually recognise to all companies and other commer- 
cial, industrial, or financial associations, constituted and authorised 
according to the peculiar laws of one of the two countries, the 
power of exervising their rights and of pleading before the courts, 
either to bring an.action or defend one, in all the States and 
Possessions of the other Power, without. any other condition than 
to conform to the laws of the said States and Possessions. Art. 2. 
It is understood that the stipulation which precedes applies both 
to the companies and associations constituted and authorised pre- 
vious to the signature of the present convention and to those which 
may be so hereafter. Art. 3. The present convention is concluded 
without any limits as to its duration. However, either of the con- 
tracting Powers shall have the right to put an end to it by 
denouncing it a year in advance. The two high contracting 
Powers reserve to themselves besides the power of introducing b 
common accord into this convention the modifications of which 
experience shall have demonstrated the utility. 

The principal stipulation in the recent regulations relative to 
fishing, which, as stated in my last letter, have just been adopted, 
is, that the taking of all sorts of fish and shell-fish, except. 
oysters, shall be free all the year at three miles from low-water 
mark, and that oysters may be freely dredged from the Ist Sept. 
to the 30th April. The taking of fish, however, at the seid dis- 
tance of three miles may be temporarily interdicted, if interdiction 
be necessary for the preservation of fish. The new regulations do 
not in any way aflect the arrangements in force with Great 
Britain. 

The Government has prohibited the singular project of M. Mirés 
for raising 8,000,000/ sterling from the public to be employed in 
a purpose he did not specify. In s> doing, it has certainly acted 
arbitrarily, and has, so to syeak, assumed the responsibility of 
watching over all commercial enterprises, and of denouncing those 
which it may not consider sound ; but it hus, perhaps, prevented a 
great scandal. How Mirés would have employed the 8,000,000/, 
if he had got them, is a mystery. His friends, however, hint 
that he wanted to do something at Madagascar ! 

An Imperial decree authorises the Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce to empower railway companies to modify their tariffs, 
and adopt any arrangements they may themselves think proper for 
the conveyance of goods in transit through France. The object of 
the measure is to enable the French companies to compete with 
those of foreign countries. 

The report presented in the recent meeting of the shareholders 
of the South of Austria, Lombard, and Central Italy Railways is 
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much admired in the commercin! world for its clearness, simpli- 
city, and business-like character, and it is favourably contrasted 
with the reports of the Credit Mobilier, and their semi-socialist 
declamations. Baron James Rothschild presided over the meeting, 
and the brief speech he delivered was also greatly admired.

enable'a dividend of 23f 75c to be declared, and this dividend, 
added to the interest already paid, would have made the total 
revenue per share 43f 33f. But, as already stated, the resolution 
was come to to distribute only 40f, leaving the balance to be car- 
ried tothe reserve fund. The total of this fund is now 22,610,672f. 

The dividend of the Vielle Montague Company for 1861 is 20f 
per share ; that of the Nouvelle Montagne, 50f. 

The market reports say that the accounts of the vines ate so 
favourable, that if in the next few days no pernicious change in 
temperature should take place, a decline in the prices of wines is 
certain. 


The Bourse has been discouraged during the week by the new 
war with Mexico into which the Emperor has inconsiderately 
rushed. The increase in the rate of discount at London was not 
known until after Bourse hours.

According to Customs returns just published, the import duties 
received in April last amounted to 11,610,000f, though in April of 
1861 they were only 9,629,000f, and in the same month of 1860, 
8,956,000f.

As further large sums are 
known to be about to go to Constantinople, and the drain upon 
the resources of the Bank through the late foreign loans might 
be expected to continue, a rise in the rate of discount gene- 
tally appeared inevitable. In the open market, however, 
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the rate for the best short paper, after being quoted 3 per 
cent., is now a fraction less, and in all quarters the supply 
of capital seems abundant. In the ordinary course of trade 
also, a great part of the gold shipped to Turkey will shortly 
return, and the arrivals from America and Australia are 
expected to prove large.

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COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 
Both the English and foreign wheat trade at Mark lane, to-day, 
was very dull. In the former, sales could only be effected by sub- 
mitting to a reduction say of 1s per quarter; but as the 
latter—the supply of which was large—a fall of 1s to 28 took 
ae Barley, beans, and peas sold heavily. and the quotations 
ad a downward tendency. For oats, however,—the import being 
very moderate—the demand ruled steady, and, in some instances, 
prices were the turn in favour of sellers. The inquiry for flour 
was much restricted, at barely late rates. This week's imports are 
24,110 quarters of wheat; 14,050 barley ; 10,500 oats; and-1;000 
sacks of flour. 


At Liverpool, this morning, wheat sold heavily, at a decline of 
1d to 2d per cental. In flour, a moderate business was transacted, 
at 3d to 6d per barrel less money. Indian corn moved off slowly, 
at barely late rates ; and the value of other articles ruled in favour 
of buyers. 

The demand for breadstuffs at Alexandria, during the week 
ending May 10, was very inactive, yet prices ruled firm. New 
beans, owing to further considerable arrivals, were rather cheaper. 
Barley and Indian corn, however, were fully as dear. The sales 
were as follows :—Wheat, Saide, private trade produce, 3,690 

rs, 25s to 27s; do., Beheireh, 1,175 qrs, 22s 6d to 28s 4d;, do., 
Beheireh, white, 100 qrs, 24s 6d to 27s 6d; beans, Saide, 12,137 
qrs, 22s 6d to 23s; do., Beheireh, 1,537 qrs, 21s 6d to 22s; Indian 
corn, 3,525 qrs, 18s to 19s 6d; barley, 40 qrs, 14s to 15s per qr; 
cotton seed, 324 tons, 5/ 5sto 61. Freights—Beans to the United 
Kingdom for orders, 5s 9d to 6s, other descriptions in proportion ; 
to a direct port, 5s 3d to 5s 6d fur beans or wheat; by steamer 
to Liverpool, 5s 6d. 

The Liverpool cotton market, this week, opened very quiet, the 
successes of the Federals in America having led many people to ex- 
pect a speedy end of the war. In many casesa decline in prices |} 
of 1d per lb was submitted to. Later news from America showing, 
however, the determination of the South to resist to the utmost 
of its power, and reporting planters to have burnt their cotton 
rather than let it fall into the hands of the Federals, the market 
at the close of the week took a sudden turn, and nearly the whole 
decline has been recovered. The total sales amount to 34,000 
bales, including 30,000 to spinners, 1,000 on speculation, and 
= for export. To-day 3,000 bales have been ‘sold with a steady 
market. 

The cotton market at Bombay, during the fortnight ending 
April 25, was far from active ; nevertheless, an advance of from 17 
to 20 rupees per candy took place in the quotations. The ship- 
ments, since Jan. 1, had amounted to about 260,000 bales, but 
these figures show a falling off of nearly 100,000 bales, when com- 
pared with the same period in 1861.

Nearly all kinds of tea, by private contract, have sold heavily, 
and the quotations have ruled the turn in favour of buyers.  Ad- 
vices from China, to April 15, are to the effect that holders of tea 
were very firm in their demands, and that the total exports had 
amounted to 90,241,000 lbs. 

The raw sugar trade, on the whole, has been in a tolerably 
healthy state, especially for good and fine qualities of produce, 
which have changed hands to a fair average extent, at full prices. 
The Dutch Trading Company’s sale of 66,000 bags Java, held at 
Rotterdam on Wednesday, went off heavily, on lower terms. For 
refined goods, there has been a steady demand, at fall currencies.

‘The dry fruit trade, 
here, has continued inactive; and at Liverpool, according to 
Messrs Houghton and Levy’s report, the transactions have, for the 
most part, been confined to actual wants. 

The dealings in ram have been somewhat restricted, yet no 
quotable change has taken place in its value. The brandy market 
is quiet, at previous guotations. , ; 

public sales of colonial wool have been progressing with 
rather more animation during the week, which iseattributed, in 
some measure, to the favourable weather, and to the satisfactory 
accounts which have come to hand concerning the crops in this 
country. Prices have, in some instances, improved 4d—the fall, 
compared with last series, being now from 3d to 14d per lb. 
French buyers have continued to operate extensively, and a few

English wool continues dull, and ihe currencies are with diffi- 
culty supported. For hemp, the trade is in a sluggish state, at 
34/ for clean St Petersburg. 

The demand for saltpetre has ruled less active, yet the late im- 
provement in its value has been maintained. At the public sale of 
cochineal, held on Wednesday, the biddings were very heavy, at 
about previous rates. 

The public sales of indigo, which commenced on the 13th inst. 
and terminated on Monday last, went off very heavily, owing in a 
great measure to the continuance of the American civil war, 
which has deprived this country, for the present, of a large trade 
in calicoes, for the printing of which large quantities of indigo are 
employed. ‘* Of good and fine Bengal and Tirhoot,” write Messrs 
Layton, Hu’ bert, and Co., ‘‘ there were few parcels of the new crop in 
the sale, and these were principally withdrawn. Several marks of 
former seasons sold, with fair support, at the rates of February to 
3d perlb lower. The proportion of fine indigo in the stocks and to 
arrive is small. In dry-leaf Madras the inferior and very ordinary 
qualities predominated, —there was little demand for them, and the 
value fell 6d to 1s per tb, while the fine kinds, from their scarcity, 
sold at 2d'to 4d undér February. Good Kurpahs found buyers at 
a reduction of 3d to 4d; low were neglected at_a fall of 6d to 1s 
per lb. Oudes were nearly unsaleable at 1s 6d to 1s 9d per lb 
under‘February, or between 30 and 40 per cent. under the prices 
paid in November.” Of the quantity offered, viz., 7,829 chests, 
3,062 chests were withdrawn, leaving 4,767 chests, either sold or 
bought in. Bengal changed hands — 4s 6d to 10s 3d: Oude, 
3s to 8s; Madras, 1s to 6s ‘8d; and Kurpab, 3s to 9s 6d per Ib. 
The public sales of Guatemala will commence ov Monday next, the 
26th inst. 

Scotch pig iron was firm, in the early part of the week, 
at 53s 94; but the quotation is now 53s 3d, cash, mixed 
numbers. Tin has commanded more attention, and a slight 
advance has taken place in prices. The Dutch Trading Society’s 
annual sale of Banca is announced to be held at Rotterdam on the 
25th prox., when 142,500 slabs will be offered, and, should they 
arrive in time, an additional 20,000 slabs at present afloat.

LONDON MARKETS. 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK, 
Mark Lang, Frrpay Eventne. 

Most of the leading markets held this week have been but 
moderately supplied with English wheat; nevertheless, the demand 
for all kinds has continued in a sluggish state, and prices have had 
a drooping tendency. Foreign wheats have moved off heavily, 
and inferior qualities have further declined in value 1s per quarter. 
All kinds of barley have changed hands slowly, and grinding parcels 
have somewhat given way in price. No quotable change has 
taken place in the value of malt ; but the demand has been much 
restricted. Good sound oats have commanded full currencies, with 
a fair consumptive inquiry; but heated samples have ruled in 
favour of buyers. Scarcely any change has taken place in the 
value of either beans or peas, the sale for which may be considered 
steady. Flour has moved off slowly, at late rates. 

In the North of Europe, the wheat trade is heavy, at drooping 
rices; whilst all spring corn has met a dull’ inquiry. There is, 
owever, a large quantity now on passage to England. The 

French markets continue dull. The latest advices from the United 
States are to the effect that wheat anu flour were in limited request 
for export purposes. The supplies coming forward were 
seasonably extensive. 

The accounts at hand from most parts of the United Kingdom 
state that the wheats are still looking remarkably well, and that 
barley, oats, beans, and peas are progressing steadily, notwith- 
standing the late heavy rains. 

In Scotland, the transactions in wheat have fallen off; never- 
theless, very little change bas taken place in the quotations. All 
other articles have commanded very little attention. 

The Irish markets have been dull for wheat, on easier terms. 
Barley and inferior oa‘s have gone lower; but other grain has 
maintained previous quotations. 

The English wheat trade at Mark lane, to-day, was very dull, 
and sales could only be effected by submitting to lower prices. 
Foreign wieat—the supply of which was large—moved off heavily, 
at a decline of 1s to 2s per quarter. In barley, a limited busi- 
ness was transacted, at barely late rates; but for oats, the demand 
ruled steady, and the quotations were on the advance. Beans 
and peas were much neglected. ‘The flour trade was very dull, at 
drooping currencies. 

Annexed is Mr E. Rainford’s weekly report of the floating 
trade:—Since the 15th inst. to last night there have been 11 
arrivals off coast, consisting of 8 cargoes of wheat, and 3 maize, 
viz. :—Wheat, 1 cargo from Trieste, 2 San Francisco, 1 Taganrog, 
1 Odessa, 1 Alexandria, 1 Barletta, 1 New York; maize, 2 Saft, 
1 New York. Business has been very inactive since this day 
week, with the prices of wheat and maize looking downward. The 
following are the rates paid to the close of to-day’s market :— 
Wheat, arrived, per 492 lbs, Odessa Ghirka, 43s 9d; ditto, sup- 
posed about 44s 6d; Hungarian, 48s 3d; Banat, 47s 9d (one 
hatch not speared); per 480 lbs, Polish Odessa (2 cargoes),

Besides the trafic existing on the Grand Trunk road,

public establishments in that qoarter, and a large num- 
ber of European travellers would frequent this line (in 
preference to the eastern route), on account of i's com- 
parative shortness and proximity to overland passage 
te Europe." 

Thereis within the borders of the Punjeub an area 
of nearly 200,000 square miles, with a population of 
22,000,000, subject to our rule or influence, nearly 
equalling in numbers the inhabitants of Great britain. 

No recent cersus of the population has been made, but 
the annexation of the Delhi territory and other changes 
have led to a revision of the returns made in 1855-56 
with the following results in the divisions to be traversed 
by the Delhi Railway :—viz., in the Umritsur Division, 
446 per square mile; in the Trans-Sutiej, 324; in the 
Ois-Batlej, 341; and in the Delhi Territory, 327 per 
square mile. 

In the five years since 1855-56 the revenue hes in~ 
creased to one million sterling. 

The report on the administration of the Panjaub for 
the official year eading April 30, 1861, contains most 
valuable remarks on the trade with Ceutrai Asia and on 
the growth of cotton, tea, and other products, Of 
cotton, 44,399,720 Ibs are grown, and 13,773,959 Ibs 
exported to neighbouring countries, not 4,100,000 lbs 
reaebing the sea. The local price is about $d per pound. 
The Government tea plantations produced 26,532 Ibs, 
and distributed 103,156 lbs of seed among 22 Eurepeans 
and 875 natives. 

The Purjeub was the granary which fed the starving 
mélilions during the recent famine, and is the great 
bulwark of British India, behind which all other 
provinces repose in safety, so long as it is iaypregnable.
